KIEV WELL WORTH A VISIT

Capital of the Ukralne Remarkable
Combination of Old and
New Qlln.

Klev cgntains about five hundred
thousand inhabltants, and comprizes
four distinet distriets, which may slso
be called separate towns. FPodol, the
ecommercinl quarter, skirts the river
Dnieper, and above It, on a steep de-
clivity, Is Lipkl, the residentlal quar-
ter, and an enchanting spot In sum-
mer, with Its handsome villas embow-
ered In dark, luxzuriant foliage.

North of that 18 Kiev proper, which
contains the university and the ea-
thedral of St, Sophin, a bullding erect-
ed in the eleventh century, but so con-
stantly repaired and added to that it
Is now & huge and towering strdcture
with more than & dozen large golden
domes.

Here nlso are the theaters, hotels
and shaps, which are quite as modern
as those of Petrograd or Moscow. Pet-
chersk, the fourth district, is well
worth seeing, for It ls honeycombed
with caves and eatacombs that in old-
en days were used ns places of refuge
and as monostic cells, and where, dur-
fng holy festivals, one can scarcely
move through the dense crowds of pil-
grims, of whom three hundred thou-
sand annually visit this ancient and
r-_-\'erqd mongstery.

Expn;-mwnih of the burenu of ento-
mology, United States departmment of
agriculture, have demonstirated that
naphthalene i uniformly effective In
protecting wooleng from clothes morh
Infection and in killing all stages of
the Insect, suys the Des Moines Reg-
1ster. A red cedar chest readily killed
all adult mothis and showed consider-
able killing effect upon young larvae,
It did not prevent the hatching of
eggs, but killed all of the resulting
larvae nlmost Immedintely. Red ce-
dar chips and shaviogs, while not en.
tirely effective In keeping the adult
mothe from laying egegs un the flannel
treated, appeared to protect It from
apprecinble damage when used 1ib-
erally.
